DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-13, filed August 15, 2008, with respect to 
claims 1-9, 11, 12, 14-30 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1-9, 11, 12, 14-30 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9, 11, 12, 14-30 are allowed based on applicant's amendment of 
independent claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After reviewing applicant's arguments, amendments and conducting an updated 
search none of the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed 
invention having the recited limitations of independent claims 1, 19, 25 including among 
the limitations the recess, the pump laser having a resonator where the quantum well 
structure is arranged within the resonator.
